TERRIBLE 


Fate Which Overtook 


the Marines 


Killed in the Explosion on 


the Massachusetts. 


They Were Roasted Alive ia the 


Turret, Where They Were 


When the Explwioa 


Occurred. 


Washington, Jail. 2y.—A telegram, 


from San Juan says: 


Probably the exact truth of how 


the explosion on the United States 
>attleship Massachusetts, in which a 
number ot lives were lost, occurred, 
will never be known. As nearly as 
can be ascertained from the officers 
and men on the vessel the facts are 
hese: The accident happened on 
January 
Ifi. at 
11:25 o'clock, off 


Julobra. while the guns ot the ship 
were being employed at target prac- 
.ice. 
Both eight-'.uch guns in the aft 


starboard turret were ready for firing. 
The breach of each gun was open, and 
some one iu the turret accidentally 
nilled the lanyard which operated the 
tiring pin of the combination percus- 
sion and electric primer. The primer 
was exploded and the flame deflected 
nto the gun. The nowder charge was 
exploded. 


There were S;: pounds of powder in 


his charge and the explosion was 
xmfined to the small eight-inch turret, 


very ooe of the nine men iii the tur- 


ret was terribly burned. The officer 
f the turret. Ensign \V. K. Wortman. 
was standing outside with his head 
Gear the turret port hole 
The pres- 


sure of air knocked him across 
the 


deck. 


One poor fellow, with his clothing 


n shreds, jumped from the turret port 
hole, sprang into the sea and swam 
or the stern anchor chain. 
He 


clambered aboard with assistance and 
an hour later was a corpse. 


Although the turret was like a roar- 


ing furnace and the victims were be- 
ing literally roasted, without a mo- 
ment's 
hesitation 
first-lass 
Boat- 


swain's Male Sonnman rushed into the 
iirret with a iine of hose, flooding the 
'ace. He wa.s immediately followed 


by Captain Harry Lee, of the United 
States Marine Corps, who threw out 
:>ags of powder. 


At 
the same 
time 
Lieutenant 


Hughes and Gunner Kuhlweiij went to 
he magazine, which is directly below 
the turret in which the accident hap- 
pened, picked up the powder charges 
there and quickly removed them to a 
safe distance. 


As the ship'.s surgeon moved among 


he wounded those 
who wore 
the 


worst hurt urged the doctors to at tend 
first to the needs of the ones who 
were not perhaps fatally burned. 
The 


dying realized that their hours were 
hort and wanted to help their ship- 
mates who might possibly live. 


The men of the Massachusetts thrill 


with pride as they tell of these in- 
stances of sublime courage: and it is 
small cause t'or wonder that their best 
bugler's lips tr«mi)ied and faltered aud 
; 


that he made a "break" as he sounded 
•Taps" and then went the next after- 
noon in the military cemetery at San- 
lurce over the open graves? of his gal- 
lant comrades. 


Although the Massachusetts at once 


sailed for San Juan, five of her men 
died before reaching port. The others 
were sent to the military hospital in 
San Juan, where one died as the fune- 
ral was in progress and the other a 
few hours later. 


The funerals were the most impres- 


sive ever witnessed in San Juan. The 
services held on the Massachusetts 
were conducted by Chaplain Wright 
and Father Fancelon. They were at- 
tended by Rear Admiral Higginson 
and by all the officers who were not on 
active duty in the harbor. 


Coffins, draped in jacks, were car- 


ried to the navy yard and placed on 
gun caissons and in hospital ambu- 
lances. The long funeral train then 
proceeded slowly to the military bury- 
ing ground in Santuree.
